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LOUISIANA ACADIANS INVADE CANADA 


August saw a migration in reverse of soft spoken Aca- 
dians from Louisiana coming to Toronto, Montreal and 
Nova Scotia, the former ancestral home of the Louisiana 
Acadians who were expelled from the Acadia of then 200 
years ago. 

71 Louisiana Acadians came to Toronto, headed by 
Dean Thomas J. Arceneaux of Southwestern University and 
president of the Acadian Bicentennial Ass’n, and Elmer D. 
Conner, representative of the governor of Louisiana. Sym- 
bolizing Longfellow’s Evangeline and serving as chief Good- 
will ambassador, was pretty Emilie Breaux, 19 year old 
student nurse from New Orlean who was the cover girl of 
our Acadian issue of VILTIS. 

The party was met at the Parliament Bldg by J. Beaud- 
roy, French Consul-general. Attorney General Porter met 
the party at the House of Assembley. Parties and enter- 
tainments were extended to them in Toronto and Hamilton. 
From Toronto this group left for Montreal where thay met 
95 other Louisian Acadians including a 65 piece band from 
Beaux Ridge, La. Then, the entire party left for Grand Pre, 
Nova Scotia, the original site of expulsion, where, along 
with other pilgrims from other points attended an all-day 
celebration which took place during August 15. 

In Moncton, N. B., on August 11th, in spite of a drench- 
ing rain, thousands paraded in the street. Costumed people 
in tableau formation stood on rain soaked floats. Acadian 
queens from many communities in ancient Breton costumes 
rode in closed automobiles. High-kicking majorettes and 
bands stepped through the drenched streets. In spite of the 
rain some 20.000 visitors stood huddled under trees or 
crowded above and under balconies,
